Ds it enacted by the Legislature of the Stats of Minnesota:

Sectiork 1. That section eleven, of chapter seventy,
of general statutes relating to fees, be amended so as to
T ae follows :
For all services rendered by coroners they shall receive
the same fees allowed othor officers for like services, and
Fees of Coroner, for holding coroner’s inquest as required by law, they
shall receive five dollars per day for the time actually
spent, and mileage to and from the place of holding such
ingquest. There shall be wilowed to physicians called by
the coroner to make any professional post mortem exam-
ination, or wken called by such corcner, at any inquest
held by him, as experts in their profession, to be used as
witnesses, ten dollars per day, and mileage for actual dis-
tance traveled in going to and from the piace of holding
such inquest.
